Heat which reached a sizzling climax ; 
in the highest temperature ever regis- 
tered in Chicago this late in the sum- 
mer, yesterday resulted in the death of 
four men. 

There is no letup in the torrid wave 
in sight, according to the weather 
bureau, which predicts fair and = con- 
tinued warm. 

The death roll: 

DUNCAN McEWAN, .§ Alexandria 
hotel. Died in his room; was advertis- 
ing manager, Paramount Knitting 
company, 387 West Madison street. 

WILLIAM F. WOODS, 419 Hast 
48th street. Dropped dead on the 
Jackson park golf course. 

JOHN FLEISCHER, Kensington 
coal dealer. Killed when wall toppled 
in near-cyclone caused by intense heat. 

FRANK BIEDRUJSKI, 28 years old, 
2627 West 24th place; died in the coun- 
ty hospital; overcome while working 
on a new building at 2636 West 23d 
street. 

It was the hottest Sept. 6 ever known 
in Chicago. According to the weather 
bureau, on Sept. 7, 1899, there was a 
mark of 95 degrees. This was shat- 
tered by the 96 registered yesterday. 

A curious phenomenon induced by the 
heat, weather sharps assert, was the 
cyclonic disturbance ‘In the Kensing- 
ton district. 

The wind was accompanied by a 
heavy rain. Trees and signs were 
blown down, windows shattered and 
finally a whole brick wall of a build- 
ing being torn down at 11820 South 
Morgan street was thrown to the 
ground. Fleischer, the owner, was 
buried under the debris and killed. 


Suburban towns reported much suf- 
fering. In Oak Park all public schools 


were closed at noon.

Smoke Covers Several Blocks. 


The fire apparently started in the 
Peter Heer paper box factory at 62 
West Kinzie. Firemen of a company 
stationed in the district heard several 
small explosions and then fiames burst 
through the windows. In a few min- 
utes the entire building was ablaze 
and smoke covered several blocks. 
Traffic on North Clark street was 
blocked for a time. 

Firemen found the smoke such a 
handicap that it was feared for a time 
that the fire couldn't be halted until it 
nad wiped out the entire block. Final- 
ly, equipped with gas masks, they got 
several lines of hose to nearby roofs 
and then poured many tons of water 
into the burning structure. 

Several firemen were overcome, “but 
quickly recovered and went back to 
work. All the occupants of the Revere 
house, mostly theatrical folk, were 
forced from their rooms.

BERLIN PROPOSES 
APPETITE TAX TO 
CURB GLUTTONY

BERLIN, Sept. 6.—The German min- 
ister of economics has ordered all mu- 
nicipalities to devise a system for tax- 
ing gluttons, both food and drink. 

Under the plan proposed, gourmands 
who stuff themselves with more than 
300 marks’ worth of food must pay a 
tax ranging from 60 to 100 per cent. 
Similar taxes are proposed for bars, 
which are regarded in certain circles 
as another slap at foreigners. 

Municipal officials are having diffi- 
culty in classifying eating places so 
that gluttons will be taxed according 
to their dietary and alcoholic excesses, 
as owing to the difference in prices it 
is possible for Europeans with the 
same outlay to get geven times as 
drunk in a third class café as in a lead- 
ing restaurant,

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Crews Delayed Days in’ 


Reaching 47 Entombed. 


BY EDWARD DOHERTY.

Jackson, Cal., Sept. 6.—( Special. }— 
flope still lives in Jackson, hope of 
reaching the forty-seven miners 6uried 
alive in the Argonaut in time to save 
the lives of some of them. But it is a 
brooding, deferred hope that makes 
sick the hearts of wives and mothers 


and friends. 

Yesterday that hope burned brightly. 
The rescue crews chiseling their way 
to the Argonaut through sixty feet of 
solid rock back into the main drift 
from the crosscut on the 3,600 foot 
level were almost through. , 

The 343 feet of tunnel might be clear. 
If it were, there remained but seventy- 
five feet more, seventy-five feet of 
hard green rock to blast away, the res- 
egers might win to the prisoners in a 
few days, perhaps by Thursday night 
or Friday morning. 

‘Muck Blocks Tunnel. 

Late last night the rescuers did get 

through that sixty feet of rock, but the 

tunnel was not open. Twisted rails, 
great heavy timber, tons of muck, lay 
in. between the rescuers and the last 
bit of hard rock work.

New York, Sept. 6.—Initiation of 
proceedings for the impeachment of At-

“The injunction against the striking 
railroad shopmen requested by the at-
